bomb—or 
possibly one even bigger—in the 
biggest man-made blast in his­ 
tory. 
Dr. Marcus A. Baath of the 
Uppsala Seismological Institution 
said the explosion recorded there 
was “more than 
2*2 times as 
strong” as last Monday s blast, 
which was estimated in the range 
of 30 megatons. 
A megaton has the force of one 
million tons of TNT. and a 50 
megaton 
bomb would be 2 500 
times as powerful as the first U.S. 
atomic bombs exploded over Hir­ 
oshima and Nagasaki. 
Soviet Prem ier Khrushchev had 
told the Soviet Communist party 
congress that the current series 
of nuclear tests in the atmosphere 
would be concluded by exploding 
a 50-megaton bomb. Khrushchev 
brushed aside pleas to abandon 
plans to set off the giant bomb 
as “hysterical clamor.” 
The U N. General Assembly on 
Friday sent an appeal to the So­ 
viet Union to cancel plans to test 
a 50-megaton bomb.

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REPORT ON A.D.C. IN MISSOURI 
ILLEGITIMACY A PROBLEM 
Quite a storm has blown up over the recent activities of 
Newburprh. New York, in setting up its own thirteen point 
program to tighten relief and public assistance programs. 
Charges and counter-charges have brought that city nation­ 
wide attention and thousands of words of publicity, including 
a Gallup poll. Without dipping into the details of that par­ 
ticular controversy, it is safe to say that it has at least s e i\- 
ed to cause many people to cast a questioning eve on the 
local situation. Just how do the conditions in Missouri com­ 
pare with those in Newburgh? 
, 
, 
A major portion, if not most of the hassle can he elimi­ 
nated at the outset, for Missouri has no welfare program 
which involves able-bodied persons. Only those found to be 
phvsicallv incapacitated are eligible and we have no direct 
relief for the unemployed. One should not confuse unem- 
plovment, compensation benefits with the welfare program 
in this connection for that is an entirely different field. 
Unemployment compensation funds are derived from actual 
emplnrment and set aside while the person is on the job to 
be paid out to him when he is laid off. Thus, one of the main 
points of the New 5 ork controversy has no application in 
our state. 
, 
The matter of Aid to Dependent Children (A.l>.< .) 
is 
directlv in ]>oint and should be of vital interest to all Mis­ 
sourians, This is a federal program in which we participate 
fully. Newburgh originally sel out to advise mothers of il­ 
legitimate children that should they have any more children 
bom out of wedlock they would he denied relief. It is over 
this matter that a great deal of the battle rages* But let 
us first examine the workings of the program as it now 
exists In our state. 
The mother mav receive a maximum of $32 per month and 
an additional $32 for the first child. For each succeeding 
child, she may receive as much as $23. Therefore, a mother 
with one child mav receive as much a s 864 per month: with 
two children, $87; with three children 8110 etc. It 
can 
readily be seen that these amounts are hanllv enough for 
the average recipients to do more than barelv exist, espec­ 
ially in big pities where living costs are high. In fact, fig ­ 
ures show that a majoritv of mothers receiving such aid are 
flow employed, although it hail been originallv intended thai 
such subsidies would kkeep the mother of small children at 
home. State figures also show that oyer two-thirds of the 
Missouri cases involve families consisting of a mother and 
not more than three children. 
It should he noted that the amounts per month set out 
are maxmixum and that many families do not draw this 
much. Before a family is granted any aid. and periodically 
thereafter, an investigation is made into all the facts and 
circumstances of the case. Some standard must be set to 
determine how much aid, if any. the family should get. A 
budget for the family is figured bv the caseworker. All 
tiecessarv and essential expenses, within reason, are totalled 
up. These include items such as rent, food, clothing, medi­ 
cine, etc. In this manner a figure is arrived at to provide, 
in the words of the statute, “reasonable subsistence com­ 
patible with decency and health". It may be found that un­ 
der the conditions in a certain part ot the state a mother 
and three children need $200 per month to meet this stand­ 
ard. Then all of the income and resources of the family are 
considered. It m ay be that one or more of the children re­ 
ceive some benefits from social security, the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration or other sources. 
The mother may also have income from such a source or 
be employed. Regardless of where the monev comes from, 
all is taken into account. For example, should all of the re­ 
sources total $125 per month, it is Seen that the family is 
short of the standard by $75 and will therefore receive A. 
D.C. only to the exxtent of $75. On the other hand, should 
the family have no income or resources whatsoever, it is 
eligible for the full of the maximum of $110. Even here the 
family is still $90 short of the standard of $200, hut that i» 
$11 than can be granted by law. One should keep in mind, 
however, that this form of governmental relief is just like 
social security and old age assistance in that it was never 
intended to provide a full, normal cost of living income. As 
its name implies, it is meant to be “aid”, and only that. 
Of all the items raised by the Newburgh fracas, the mat­ 
ter of illegitimacy is the most applicable to Missouri just 
4s it is nationwide. The law makes no distinction between 
legitimate and illegitimate in granting A.D.C. It has been 
charged that too manv unwed mothers are producing il­ 
legitimate children to increase their benefits and live it un 
at public expense: and that such a law encourages immoral­ 
ity. Incidentally, at almost every session of our legislature a 
bill has been introduced to cut off aid to mothers having 
more than one child born out of wedlock. Such hills have 
never received serious consideration and are usuallv opposed 
by people in welfare work. Defenders of the system claim, 
that one must consider the innocent child who had nothing 
to do with his birth and must somehow be provided for. 
They also point out that in Missouri, at least, the payments 
are so low that the sum of $23 per month is hardlv a profit­ 
able sum for the upkeep of a child, even in a large family. 
The State Department of Welfare acknowledges that il­ 
legitimacy is a problem in Missouri and notes that it is 
accentuated in the areas where there is a large Negro popu­ 
lation. It cites the City of St. Louis as an example where 
85*7 of the children receiving Aid to Dependent Children 
are Negro. It also notes that the proportion of Negro cases 
to white throughout southeast Missouri and in Kansas City 
is very high, whereas the rest of the state has a relatively 
small case load. Rather recent figures show thai Missouri 
has 77,744 children making up 26,545 families receiving A.I). 
C. But the startling figures come from the City of St. 
Louis proper where there are 25,850 children composing 
8,524 families on the program. Roughly, that means that 
one-third of the whole A.D.C. program in the entire state 
goes to the City of St. Louis which has only about 17'< of 
the state’s population. As to illegitimacy itself, statisics 
show hat 19C of hose receiving A.D.C. in the state as a 
show that 19M of those receiving A.D.C, in the state as a 
ing for Missourians to pass over lightly. But every citizen 
should be deeply and actively concerned when he learn« 
that in the City of St. Louis 44C of those receiving A.D.C. 
are illegitimate. 
A review of the foregoing figures makes clear the con 
cern of state authorities when they say that the problem 
of illegitimacy is accentuated in areas with a large Negro 
popuation. The St. Louis situation is indeed shocking with 
nearly half its A.D.C. recipients falling into the illegitimate 
category. There are many who believe that illegitimacy is 
high among Negroes because that segment of our people in 
the United States is still suffering from poverty, ignorance 
and exploration; and that this is the real root of the prob­ 
lem which the rest of us have permitted to exist. Then there 
are those who side with -he Newburgh view and seek out 
the unwed mother to attack the problem on an individual 
basis. Thev maintain that there are laws to require every

Dr. Marcus A. Baath of the 
Uppsala Seismological Institution

strong” as last Monday’s blart, 
which was estimated in ihe range 
of 30 megatons.

megaton bomb would be 2 500 
times as powerful as the first U.S.

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REPORT ON A.D.C. IN MISSOURI 
ILLEGITIMACY A PROBLEM 
Quite a storm has blown up over the recent activities of 
Newburprh. New York, in setting up its own thirteen point 
program to tighten relief and public assistance programs. 
Charges and counter-charges have brought that city nation­ 
wide attention and thousands of words of publicity, including 
a Gallup poll. Without dipping into the details of that par­ 
ticular controversy, it is safe to say that it has at least serv­ 
ed to cause many people to cast a questioning eye on the 
local situation. Just how do the conditions in Missouri com­ 
pare with those in Newburgh? 
A major portion, if not mom of the hassle can he elimi­ 
nated at the nutset. for Missouri has no welfare program 
which involves able-bodied persons. Only those found to he 
phv sieally incapacitated are eligible and we have no direct 
relief for the unemployed. One should not confuse unem­ 
ployment compensation benefits with the welfare provram 
in this connection for that is an entirely different field. 
Unemployment compensation funds are derived from actual 
emplovment and set aside while the person is on the job to 
be paid out to hini when he is laid off. 7 hus, one of the main 
points of the New York controversy has no application in 
Our state. 
The matter of Aid to Dependent Children ( A.I).(’.) is 
directly in point and should be of vital interest to all Mis­ 
sourians. This is a federal program in which we participate 
fully. Newburgh originally set out to advise mothers of il­ 
legitimate children that should they have any more children 
b o m out of wedlock they would be denied relief. It is over 
this matter that a great deal of the battle rages. Rut let 
us flfst examine the workings of the program as it now 
exists In our state. 
The mother may receive a maximum of $32 per month and 
an additional $32 for the first child. For each succeeding 
child, she may receive as much as $23. I herefore. a mother 
with one child mav receive as much as $04 per month: with 
two children, $87: with three children $110 etc. It can 
readily be seen that these amounts are hardly enough for 
the average recipients to do more than barelv exist, espec­ 
ially in big cities where living costs are high. In fact, fig ­ 
ures show that a majority of mothers receiving such aid are 
How employed, although it hail been originally intended that 
such subsidies would kkeep the mother of small children at 
home. State figures also show that over two-thirds of the 
Missouri cases involve families consisting of a mother and 
not more than three children. 
It should be noted that the amounts per month set out 
are maxmixum and that many families do not draw this 
much. Before a family is granted any aid, and periodically 
thereafter, an investigation is made into all the facts and 
circumstances of the case. Some standard must be set to 
determine how much aid. if any, the family should get. A 
budget for the family is figured bv the caseworker. Ah 
necessary and essential expenses, within reason, are totalled 
up. These include items such as rent, food, clothing, medi­ 
cine. etc. In this manner a figure is arrived at to provide, 
in the words of the statute, “reasonable subsistence com­ 
patible with decency and health”. It may he found that un­ 
der the conditions in a certain part of the state a mother 
and three children need $200 per month to meet this stand­ 
ard. Then all of the income and resources of the family are 
considered. It may be that one or more of the children re­ 
ceive some benefits from social security, the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration or other sources. 
The mother may also have income from such a source or 
be employed. Regardless of where the nionev comes from, 
all is taken into account. For example, should all of the re­ 
sources total $125 per month, it is seen that the family is 
short of the standard by $75 and will therefore receive A. 
D.C. only to the exxtent of $75. On the other hand, should 
the family have no income or resources whatsoever, it is 
eligible for the full of the maximum of $110. Even here the 
family is still $90 short of the standard of $200, but that i* 
All than can be granted by law. One should keep in mind 
however, that this form of governmental relief is just likp 
social security and old age assistance in that it was never 
intended to provide a full, normal cost of living income. As 
its name implies, it is meant to be “aid”, and only that. 
Of all the items raised by the Newburgh fracas, the mat­ 
te r of illegitimacy is the most applicable to Missouri ilist 
Its it is nationwide. The law makes no distinction between 
legitimate and illegitimate in granting A.D.C. It has been 
charged that too manv unwed mothers are producing il­ 
legitimate children to increase their benefits and live it 
u p 
at public expense: and that such a law encourages immoral­ 
ity. Incidentally, at almost every session of our legislature a 
bill has been introduced to cut off aid to mothers having 
more than one child born out of wedlock. Such bills have 
n ev er received serious consideration and are usually opposed 
by people in welfare work. Defenders of the system claim 
that one must consider the innocent child who had nothing 
to do with his birth and must somehow he provided for. 
They also point out that in Missouri, at least, the payments 
are so low that the sum of $23 per month is hardlv a profit­ 
able sum for the upkeep of a child, even in a large family. 
The State Dejmrtmerit of Welfare acknowledges that il­ 
legitimacy is a problem in Missouri and notes that it is 
accentuated in the areas where there is a large Negro popu­ 
lation. It cites the City of St. Louis as an example where 
85C of the children receiving Aid to Dependent Children 
are Negro. It also notes that the proportion of Negro cases 
to white throughout southeast Missouri and in Kansas City 
is very high, whereas the rest of the state has a relatively 
small case load. Rather recent figures show that Missouri 
has 77,744 children making up 26.545 families receiving A.I). 
C. But the startling figures come from the City of St. 
Louis proper where there are 25,850 children composing 
8,524 families on the program. Roughly, that means that 
one-third of the whole A.D.C. program in the entire state 
goes to the City of St. Louis which has only, about 17'. of 
the state’s population. As to illegitimacy itself, statisics 
show hat 19'< of hose receiving A.D.C. in the state as a 
show that 19'. of those receiving A.D.C. in the state as a 
ing for Missourians to pass over lightly. But every citizen 
should be deeply and actively concerned when he learn« 
that in the City of St. Louis 41r. of those receiving A.D.C. 
are illegitimate. 
A review of the foregoing figures makes clear the con 
cern of state authorities when they say that tin* problem 
of illegitimacy is accentuated in areas with a large Negro 
popuation. The St. Louis situation is indeed shocking with 
nearly half its A.D.C. recipients falling into the illegitimate 
category. There are many who believe that illegitimacy is 
high among Negroes because that segment of our people in 
the United States is still suffering from poverty, ignorance 
and exploration; and that this is the real root of the prob­ 
lem which the rest of us have permitted to exist. Then there 
are those who side with the Newburgh view and seek out 
the unwed mother to attack the problem on an individual 
ha*is. They maintain that there are laws to require every- 
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particular 
interests, 
consumers 
will dem and controls to protect 
theirs — and there are a lot more 
consum ers than 
producers. 
To 
quote the Journal again. “The an­ 
swer to the ranchers’ problem is 
not m ore control of the free m ar­ 
ket. but less.”

ILLEGITIMACY A PROBLEM 
Quite a storm has blown up over the recent activities of 
Newburgh. New York, in setting up its own thirteen point 
program to tighten relief and public assistance programs. 
Charges and counter-charges have brought that city nation­ 
wide attention and thousands of words of publicity, including 
a Gallup poll. W ithout dipping into the details of that par­ 
ticular controversy, it is safe to say that it has at least serv­ 
ed to cause many people to cast a questioning eye on the 
local situation. Just how do the conditions in Missouri com­ 
pare with those in Newburgh? 
A major portion, if not mow I of the hassle can be elim i­ 
nated at the outset, for Missouri has no welfare program 
which involves able-t>odied persons. Only those found to be 
phys featly incanacitated are eligible and we have no direct 
relief for the unemployed. One should not confuse unem- 
plovment compensation benefits with the welfare program 
in this connection for that is an entirely different field. 
Unemployment compensation funds are derived from actual 
emplovment and set aside while the person is on the job to 
be paid out to him when he is laid off. Thus, one of the main 
points of the New York controversy has no application in 
Our state. 
The m atter of Aid to Dependent Children (A.I>.('.) is 
directly in point and should be of vital interest to all Mis­ 
sourians. This is a federal program in which we participate 
fully. Newburgh originally set out to advise mothers of il- 
legi timate children that should they have any more children 
born out of wedlock they would be denied relief. It is over 
this matter that a great deal of the battle rages. But let 
us first exam ine the workings of the program as it now 
exists In our state.
